Tho appointment of 
Garfield to South Carolina was revoked, 
and he was selected to take tho place of 
Garesche as Rosecrans’ Chief of Staff. 
Ho didn’t waut tho place, but once at 
work lie liked it, and won such distinc­ 
tion that ho was made Major General. 
Rosecrans, Bud], and others, compli- 
minted him as a strategist and organizer, 
and his experience at Chicamauga con­ 
vinced him that he had the sort of cour­ 
age that sustains a soldier in times of 
difficulty. 
Garfield’s military career seemed in a 
fair way to be rounded out in accordance 
with his ambition when the Republicans 
of Joshua IL Giddings* old district 
nominated him for Congress. His first 
knowledge of the movement in his favor 
was the announcement of his nomina­ 
tion, and, after consultation with his 
military friends, he accepted. 
In the fullness of time he beeamo tho 
leader of the House, and at his own ro­ 
gues! was transferred to the Senate. 
Then, at Secretary Sherman’s request, 
he consented to I Jerome one of tho Ohio 
delegates to the Chicago Convention. 
He went to the Convention the leader of 
the Sherman faction of the Republican 
party, aud unexpectedly to even the 
shrewdest {>oliticiuns, was nominated for 
President. 
After his inauguration there was prom­ 
ise of the greatest harmony. There is 
no doubt that tho President expected 
that there would be harmony, but there 
was not.

Where Pins Ars Made. 
The pins used iu this country are mode 
bv fourteen factories, chicffv located in 
New England. The annual production 
for several years past has been 7,000,- 
000,600. This number has not varied 
much for some years, the demand re­ 
maining alxiut the same. Two years ago 
the competition among the nine princi­ 
pal companies then existing for the man­ 
ufacture of toilet pins led to such a cut­ 
ting of prices that the business became 
unprofitable, and the market was flooded 
with goods. A year ago a combination 
was formed of three wire companies, 
and now all of the pins made by them 
are shipped to New Yolk, and handled 
by the head agency of that city. From 
their common warehouse they are sent 
to every part of the country. Tho im­ 
portation of English pins are small, and 
the exportation of pins from tho United 
States is confined to Cuba, South Amer­ 
ica and parts of Canada. England sup­ 
plies almost the whole world outside of 
the United States, although the Ameri­ 
can pins are not inferior in quality. The

elevated to the rank of Archimandrite 
and Metropolitan during tile reign of 
the false Dimitri. 
The Romanoffs siqv 
ported the party that tendered the Rus­ 
sian crown to the Polish prince, and 
Philarete had gone with that view* to 
Poland, when the opposition became so 
violent as to change entirely the state of 
affairs, 
and 
the 
Poles 
imprisoned 
Philarete. 
The national party then pro­ 
ceeded to the election of a native sover­ 
eign, who should be as closely allied as 
jKkssible by blood to the race of Rurik, 
aud after much hesitation and many re­ 
jections, they selected Michael Feodoro 
vitch Romanoff, the sou of Philarete, 
and the representative, 
through his 
grandmother, of the royal house of 
Rurik.

Among the myul mummies recently 
discovered iii Egypt, with all the mortu­ 
ary appendage* and inscriptions, are tho 
bodies of Thutmes III. mid Raineses IL

cellent state of preseivation, of Thut­ 
mes, the monarch wiio erected the obe­ 
lisk that is noir set up on the Thames 
embankment in London, and of 11a- 
mcscs, the monarch whoso name and 
fame are iierjvtuated in the inscriptions 
on that monument. 
Tho account of the 
discovery says that “ even Hie flowers 
and garlands which were placed in their 
cofiins may be seen encircling the masks 
which cover the faces of tho deceased 
just as they were left by tho mourners 
over ti tree thousand years a g a ” 
This great collection w*ns found in a 
gallery* two hundred feet long, “ filled 
with relics of the Tliebian dynasties ”— 
relics that had been removed from their 
regular resting places in tombs and tem­ 
ples by* Hie priests, and concealed in til is 
secret subterranean gallery to preserve 
them against 11 ie sacrilege of some foreign 
invader. 
Included in tho discovery are 
3,700 mortuary statues, bearing royal
